Consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the 
Registration of Assurances in Ireland. 

HERE AS by an Act of Parliament made in Ireland in Preamble, 
the Sixth Year of the Reign of Queen Anne, intituled 2 g 7 3 s W [ 4 ' 
“ An Act for the public registering of all Deeds, Con- 
“ veyances, and Wills that shall be made of any Honours, Manors, 

5 “ Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments,” a public Register Office 
was established in the City of Dublin ; and by other Acts of Par- 
liament made in Ireland, and by certain Acts of Parliament of the 
United Kingdom, various Provisions have from Time to Time been 
made in respect of such Register Office : And whereas it is expedient 
10 to repeal the several Acts of Parliament now in force in Ireland in 
regard to the Registration of Deeds, and to consolidate and amend 
the Laws relating thereto : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
15 Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows: 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as the “ Registration Short Title 
of Assurances Act, Ireland, 1862.”

2. This 
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2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

3. In the Construction of this Act (except where the Context or 
other Provisions of this Act require a different Construction) the 
Word “Assurance” shall extend to a. Contract; the Word “ Will” 
shall extend to a Codicil, or to an Appointment by Will or by Writing 5 
in the Nature of a Will, in exercise of a Power ; the Word “ Grantor ” 
shall apply to any Person by whom Lands, Tenements, or Here- 
ditaments shall be conveyed, appointed, charged, or otherwise 
affected ; the Word “ Registrar ” shall include the Assistant Regis- 
trars or any other Officer of the Register Office directed by the 10 
Rules herein-after mentioned to perform any of the Duties by this 
Act devolving on the Registrar ; and every Person claiming deriv- 
atively under any Assurance, Will, or other Instrument shall be 
considered as claiming under the same. 

4. From and after the said Thirty -first Day of December One 15 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, the several Acts and Parts 

of Acts set forth in the First Schedule to this Act annexed shall be 
and the same are hereby from that Date repealed, except as to 
anything heretofore done, or any Right acquired or Liability incurred, 
and except so far as any of the said Acts repeal any former Act or 20 
Part of an Act, and except so far as may be necessary for the 
Purpose of supporting or continuing any Proceeding heretofore taken 
or to be taken, or the Appointment of any Registrar or other Officer 
appointed or to be appointed, before the said Thirty-first Day of 
December One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, and except as 25 
to the Recovery and Application of any Penalty or Damages for 
any Offence or Neglect committed before the said Thirty-first Day 
of December One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two. 

5. Every Assurance registered under any of the several Acts of 
Parliament repealed by the preceding Section of this Act shall 30 
have the same Priority as the same would have had if this Act had 
not been passed. 

6. Registration under this Act shall have the same Effect and 
Force in respect of any Instrument specially directed by any Act 

of Parliament to be registered as if the same had been registered 35 
under the Acts hereby repealed, or any of them. 

7. If it shall appear that the Registration of any Assurance 
registered prior to the said Thirty-first Day of December One thousand 

eight 
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eight hundred and sixty-two is defective, by reason of the Memo- 
rial thereof not being written on Vellum or Parchment, or not being 
directed to the Registrar, or not being attested by two Witnesses, 
or not stating the Day of the Month and Year when such Assurance 
5 bears Date and was perfected,. or the Names and Additions of all the 
Witnesses to such Assurance, or the Abodes of the Witnesses to. 
such Memorial, or by reason of any formal Omission or Defect in 
the Affidavit of the Witness proving the signing and sealing of such 
Memorial, the Execution of the Assurance mentioned in such Memo- 
10 rial, and the Day and Time of the; Delivery of such Memorial to 
the Registrar, then and in every such Case the Registration of any 
such Assurance, without any Amendment or further Registry, shall 
be as good and valid as the same would have been if there had been 
no such Defect in the Registration thereof. 

15 8. Provided always, That where the Registration of an Assurance 

shall, before the passing of this Act, have been pronounced by com- 
petent Authority wholly invalid, such Registration shall not be 
rendered valid by this Act; and where the Registration of any 
Assurance shall, before the passing of this Act, have been pronounced 
20 by competent Authority invalid as to some only of the Parties thereto, 
or as to some only of the Lands therein comprised, such Registration 
shall not be rendered valid by this Act, so far as the same shall have 
been pronounced’invalid ; and where any Person who would have been 
barred by any Assurance, if well registered, shall, before the passing 
25 of this Act, have had any Dealings with the Lands comprised in such 
Assurance on the Faith of the Registration of the same being invalid, 
such Registration shall not be rendered valid by this Act ; and this 
Act shall not render valid the Registration of any Assurance as to 
Lands of which any Person shall, at the Time of the passing of this 
30 Act, be in possession, in respect of any Estate which such Assurance, 
if well registered, would have defeated ; nor shall this Act prejudice 
or affect any Proceedings at Law or in Equity at the Time of the 
passing of this Act, in which the Validity of the Registration of any 
Assurance shall be in question between the Party claiming under such 
35 Assurance and the Party claiming adversely thereto, and the Regis- 
tration of such Assurance, if the Result of such Proceedings shall be 
to invalidate the same, shall not be rendered valid by this Act ; and 
if such Proceedings shall abate or become defective in consequence of 
the Death of the Party claiming under or adversely to such Assurance, 
40 any Person who, but for this Act, would have a Right of Action or 
Suit by reason of the Invalidity of the Registration of such Assurance, 
shall retain such Right, so that he commence Proceedings within Six 
Calendar Months after the Death of such Party.

16. All Salaries and other Payments authorized by this Act shall 
be paid out of such Monies as shall be provided by Act of Parliament 

5 for that Purpose. 

17. The Registrar and Assistant Registrars (as well those now 
in Office as those hereafter to be appointed) shall hold their Offices 
during good Behaviour, subject to be removed by the joint Order 
of the Judges of the Landed Estates Court, with the Sanction of the 

10 Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for some reasonable Cause to be in the 
said Order expressed; and all other Officers of the said Register 
Office shall be removeable by the joint Order of the said Judges, with 
the Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

18. The Registrar and Assistant Registrars shall execute their 
15 respective Offices in Person, and not by Deputy, unless where a

19. Accounts shall be kept of all Sums of Money received and 
paid in the said Office, in such Manner as the Judges of the Landed 
Estates Court shall from Time to Time direct; and the Balance,

at such Times and in such Manner as the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury shall from Time to Time appoint. 

20. There shall be paid and payable in the said Office the several 
Fees only which are specified in the Second Schedule hereto, and no 

30 other Fee or Fees whatsoever : Provided always, that it shall be lawful 
for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to reduce, alter, 
or vary the said Fees, or any of them, to the Intent that the same 
shall be justly apportioned, and that no greater Fees shall be charged 
than will amount to a Sum sufficient to discharge the Expenses of 
35 the said Register Office. 

21. None of the Fees specified in the Second Schedule hereto 
shall be received in Money, but the same shall be received by a

impressed or affixed, and be applied and put in execution for collecting 
and securing the Sums of Money denoted thereby, and for preventing, 
detecting, and punishing all Frauds, Forgeries, and other Offences 30 
relating thereto, as fully and effectually to all Intents and Purposes 
as if such Provisions had been herein repeated and specially enacted 
with reference to the said last-mentioned Stamps and Sums of Money 
respectively, but a separate and distinct Account of all Money 
received in respect of the said last-mentioned Stamps for every Year 35 
ending the Thirty-first Day of December shall be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament within One Month after the Termination 
of such Year of Accounts, or, if Parliament be not then sitting, 
within One Month after the Commencement of the next Session of 
Parliament.

28. Any Assurance containing the Particulars herein-after men- 
tioned, whereby any Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments in Ireland 
may be any ways affected, may be registered in such Manner as is iq 
herein-after directed. 

29. Every Assurance which shall be registered in pursuance of 
this Act shall be deemed and taken as good and effectual, both in 
Law and Equity, according to the Priority of Time of registering 
such Assurance for and concerning the Lands, Tenements, and 15 
Hereditaments in such Assurance or the Certificate of Registration 
thereon mentioned or contained, according to the Right, Title, and 
Interests of the Person or Persons so assuring such Lands, Tene- 
ments, and Hereditaments, against all and every other Assurance 

or Disposition of the Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, or any 20 
Part thereof, comprised or contained in any such Assurance or 
Certificate thereon, as first aforesaid. 

30. Every Assurance not registered of all or any of the Lands, 
Tenements, and Hereditaments comprised or contained in such an 
Assurance or Certificate thereon which shall be registered in pur- 25 
suance of this Act shall be deemed and adjudged as fraudulent and 
void, not only against such Assurance registered as aforesaid, but 
likewise against all and every Creditor and Creditors by Judgment 

or Recognizance confessed, acknowledged, or entered into, whose 
Claims in respect of such Judgment or Recognizance shall legally 30 
bind all or any of the Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments con- 
tained or expressed in such Assurance registered as aforesaid, or the 
Certificate thereon, in priority thereto. 

31. Any Assurance, to be entitled to Registration under this Act, 
must state the Names of the Lands affected by it, and also the 35 
Barony and County in which each Denomination of Land, or (in the 
case of Premises in a City or Town) the Name of the Streets, Parish, 
and City or Town, in which each distinct Part of the Premises com- 
prised in such Assurance is situate, or (in the Case of an Advowson 

or Right of Presentation to a Benefice) the Name of the Parish, 40 
Barony, and County.

Person commissioned for taking Affidavits in the County, pursuant 
to the Act of Parliament in that Case made and provided, and for 
which a Sum of One Shilling and Sixpence shall be paid to the 
30 Person or Persons taking such Affidavits, shall be brought with the 
Memorial to the said Registrar.

38. Any Attorney or Solicitor who shall wilfully sign a false 
Certificate shall be and is hereby declared and adjudged to be guilty 

of a Misdemeanor. 20 

39. For the Purposes of the Priority and Rights given to an 

Assurance registered under this Act, such Assurance shall be deemed 
as executed only by the Grantors against whose Names the same 
shall have been registered, and as comprising only the Lands against 
which the same shall have been registered.

40. Whenever any Assurance or other Instrument which shall be 
subject to any Stamp Duty shall be delivered for Registry to the

so offending, being- thereof lawfully convicted, shall be and is hereby 
declared and adjudged guilty of Felony, and being convicted thereof 
shall be liable, at the Discretion of the Court, to be imprisoned for 
any Term not exceeding Four Years nor less than One Year.
